Officials said it would have two 
effects on prospective home buy- 
ers seeking loans insured by the 
Federal Housing Administration: 

The total cost of an FHA 
loan will rise to 64 per cent 
since the borrower still must 
pay an additional half-point in- 
surance premium. 

Home buyers will find it 
easier to get FHA loans be- 
cause lenders will be more 
willing to make them at the 
higher interest rate.

areas of the country. 
~ Rising interest rates and the 
market have caused 
lenders to shy away from FHA 
Jeans. This has resulted in a 
steady decline in applications to 
‘FHA for mortgage insurance. 
FHA applications in August to- 
‘taled 65,700, the lowest for any 
month since December. 

Although FHA’s proposed new 
544 per cent rate probably will 
be a little below conventional 
rates in many regions, FHA 
loans traditionally have carried 
a lower rate because the Federal 
Government assumes the risk in 
case of default. 

However, officials believed the 
dwindling flow of applications 
for FHA loans indicated that the 
current spread between FHA and 
conventional rates was too much 
for most lenders to stomach. 

The FHA insures loans for up 
to 30 years, The new housing law 
will lift the maximum mortgage 
from $20,000 to $22,500 for single- 


family houses and from $20,000

A crackdown on traffic vio- 
lators, to halt the rising number 
of automobile accidents in St.

Declaring that he is ‘“‘very con- 
cerned’’ about the situation, |

a 9 per cent increase in the 
number of automobile accidents | 
in which persons were injured 
during the first eight months of | 
this year, compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. | 

There were 3660 such accidents | 
in the eight month period this | 
year, compared with a total of 
3365 in the same period of 1958. | 


Statistics showed a 23 per ccnt 
increase in the number of deaths | 
resulting from traffic accidents 
in the first eight months of 1959, | 
over the same period of 1958, 
Casey said. 

There were 47 deaths this year, 
compared with 35 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 


Three Major Steps. 


Casey said he will direct that 
three major steps be taken: 
Patrolmen in all districts will 
be ordered to redouble their ef- 
forts to catch traffic law viola- 
tors, as well as criminals.

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Only Way With Traffic 


Make no mistake about it, the traffic prob- 


lem in St. Louis and St. Louis county can 


only grow far worse than it is unless the 
people create the Metropolitan District at the 
Nov. 3 election. And as news stories and pic- 
tures in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch made clear 
beyond dispute the problem already is vexing 
enough. 

Traffic (and the transit and parking prob- 
lems that are such integral parts of it) cannot 
be adequately handled by either city or 


county acting alone, and for the simplest of | 


reasons: Traffic is everywhere and it goes 
everywhere; it can be controlled in the St. 
Louis metropolitan’ area only by a govern- 
mental agency with jurisdiction throughout 
that area. 


The Metropolitan District would possess 
both area-wide jurisdiction and enough 
power to take traffic control out of politics 
and put it in the hands of professional traffic 
engineers, The district would have the means 
to be effective—and not only in traffic con- 
trol but in tackling the problems of parking 
and the challenge of providing the area with 
a first-rate rapid transit system as well.

As the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey made 
clear, the existing “system” of traffic control 
in city and county is essentially no system. 
It is a segmented approach with three serious 
drawbacks: 


First, because the city, the county, the 98 
county municipalities and even the state all 
are attempting to create road systems to 
serve their own purposes, over-all planning 
of an orderly system to serve the whole area, 
not just parts of it, is impossible. 

Second, the burden of costs is not fairly 
distributed. For example, St. Louis alone 
is putting up the $4,000,000 that the new 
Forest Park-Rock Island Highway will cost; 
it will provide convenient - access to the 
city from University City. and Clayton, but 
county residents won't directly contribute a 
nickel to it. Or take another example: Clay- 
ton and Richmond Heights have had to carry 
the whole burden of paving, policing and 
maintaining busy Clayton road for the con- 
venience of thousands of motorists from the 
city as well as from county communities as 
far away as Kirkwood. 

Third, segmented contro] permits local con- 
siderations (and local politics) to prevail over 
the interests of the area as a whole. Remem- 
ber how Pine Lawn blocked Natural Bridge 
to the detriment of hundreds: of motorists 

trying to get through it each evening? Or 
how the St. Louis Aldermen have thrown up 
some 3000 Stop signs largely to please a 
handful of constituents? 
. - . 

So it is clear that traffic will have to be 
controlled on an area-wide basis by the Metro- 
politan District or it will not be controlled at 
all. And if it is not controlled—that is, if 
things are left as they are—the resulting 
traffic anarchy will make living in city or 
county far more difficult and more costly 


“than need be. 


Everyone’s automobile will become less 
useful and less valuable and more costly to 
operate because of traffic tie-ups; the acci- 
dent rate no doubt will rise and so will auto- 
mobile insurance costs; motorists seeking 
“short cuts” will invade and blight more and 
more neighborhoods, especially those in the 
belt around the city’s perimeter; delivery 
costs will jump. Driving to and from work 
will become more nerve-wracking and more 
time consuming. A metropolitan area suf- 
fering from this kind of hardening of its traf- 
fic arteries is hardly likely to attract new 
industry. 

The Metropolitan District plan provides an 
opportunity for the people of city and county 
to create a partnership that will solve their 
metropolitan problems. It is an opportunity 
they will ignore at their own risk. 


Mr. Mitchell vs. Mr. Hoffa 

By demanding lists of officers with crim- 
inal records or Communist affiliations from 
the Teamsters union, Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell ig undertaking to answer 
one of AFL-CIO’s complaints about the new 
labor reform law.

with criminal records and at other times has 
protested that he was “cleaning up.” Secre- 
tary Mitchell’s demand under the new law 
for lists of such officers should oblige Mr. 
Hoffa to learn more about his associates, at 
the very least. At the most, the government 
move should compel the thorough house- 
cleaning which the Teamster chieftain has 
resisted. 


Centennial of a Pioneer 

John Franklin Jameson, who was born 100 
years ago in Somerville, Mass., deserves grate- 
ful remembrance on his centennial for his 
many services to government and ner yes 
‘in the United States. A fellow student wit 
Woodrow Wilson, Albert Shaw and Davis R, 
Dewey at Johns Hopkins, he made a pioneer 
study of municipal government in New York, 
City in the early 1 bold venture in an

Seventy years ago there was no teaching 
of American history as such in colleges and 
universities and so Jameson broke ground 
with his courses in this “new field” first at 
Brown University and then at the University 
of Chicago.

BUDGETING has become a 
popular word in everyone’s vo- 
cabularly today. It’s a good 
word and an excellent skill to 
develop, but it should not be 
limited to money management 
alone. 

Budgeting also should include 
the planned management of 
time and energy. This is espe- 
cially true for today’s home- 
maker who plays the role of 
housewife, active citizen in the 
community, and frequently 
works in a salaried position out- 
side the home. 

Her income, her time and her 
energy are taxed to the limit. 
If she is to achieve a smooth, 
unruffled degree of success. the 
homemaker, like the business 
manager, needs to plan her work 
and then work her plan. 

The food freezer is one of the 
modern mechanical devices de- 
signed to bring modern effi- 
ciency into the business of home 
management. With disciplined 
planning and wise buying, the 
home freezer can save food dol- 
lars.

A food freezer permits the 
preparation and cooking 
foods days and weeks ahead of 
serving time. Every schedule 
provides for some uncharted 
time—a day off from the job, 
rest periods for the children, an 
occasional evening after dinner 
when the children are in bed 
and husband is working late. 
Moments like these devoted to 
the freezer can provide peace 
of mind, poise and gracious hos- 
pitality during the days ahead 
for any homemaker. 

More and more the food 
freezer is becoming an item on 
the basic list of kitchen equip- 
ment. Im order to enjoy its 
many advantages, it is advis- 
able to take time to learn the 
facts about freezing — how to 
prepare, package, freeze and 
restore frozen foods. 

Wrapping materials and con- 
tainers should be moisture-vapor- 
proof.

WHEN OUR FOURTH CHILD 
was born, we realized that a 4',- 
room apartment in the city would 
no longer be sufficient. Then 
began a year-long hunt for a 
proper home. The public school 
situation loomed ominously im- 
portant. We wanted schools that 
had friendly, cheerful teachers. 
We wanted a school system that 
could treat our children as in- 
dividuals. We wanted a school 
system that paid its teachers 
enough to keep them happy and 
one that had an up-to-date cur- 
riculum and decent equipment 
for the children. 

We sat in one third-grade class- 
room. “Stop wiggling.”” the 
teacher admonished her 9-year- 
olds. We left the class with a 
shudder of relief that we hadn't 
bought a house in that area. 

Finally, we found the four- 
bedroom house we wanted. We 
didn’t find the school system 
quite to our liking. But we found 
enough public-minded people who 
joined us in helping to improve 
it. 

In our search for a good school 
system, we compiled a check list 
that we found helpful in measur- 
ing the efficiency of an educa- 
tional program. 


TEACHERS: 

What is the average size of 
classes in our schools? How do 
we compare with neighboring 
schools on this and the other 
points? 

What are the maximum and 
minimum salaries for teachers? 

How many teachers have mas- 
ters or doctoral degrees? 

How many teachers are teach- 
ing on emergency certificates? 

How many have had the ex- 
perience of teaching in other 
systems? 

How many have taught less 
than three years or more than 
35 years? 

How many have taught in this 


community less than three 
years? 
How many have traveled in 


other countries, held positions 
in business, or speak a foreign 
language? 

Do they show evidence of wide 
cultural interests? How many 
take part in professional organ- 
izations? 

Are our teachers well 
groomed? Do they speak clearly 
and use good English? 

Do they inspire most young- 
sters with hope and ambition?

Visit From Khrushchev: 


Birds Flee Quake Area

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21: 

COLLECTORS of bird lore will 
be interested in a rather extraor- 
dinary event that occurred on 
Lake Hebgen, Mont. on the aft- 
ernoon of Aug. 17, several hours 
before a_ terrific earthquake 
rocked the area. 

The lake, which is formed by Y/N" 
Hebgen dam, 12 miles west of Ul 2S “GW 
Yellowstone park, is a favorite iy, 
resting place for terns, gulls and Y 
other waterfow! that frequent or 
pass through that territory. 

But shortly after noon on Aug. 
17, these birds began winging 
away. By sunset, the gently rip- 
pling waters of the lake were 
entirely bare of birdlife. 

Not quite six hours later, the 
earth shocks began, rocking the 
mountain county of southwest 
Montana, killing a number of 
residents and tourists, and crack- 
ing the face of the dam. Luckily, 
the structure, which is 44 years 
old, and 87 feet high, did not 
crumple. 
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earth shocks. So he began a 
search of available literature on 
whether birds might have fore- 
knowledge of earthquakes. He 
found only one assertion that 
they do—but simply stated, and 
not factually supported.
